The British act prohibits the {m- 
portation of dyestuffs inco * Great 
Britain for 10 years, which, govern- 
ment experts declared, will enable 
Britain to build up her industry to a 
point of complete independence from 
the outside world. 7 

Poison gas and dyestuffs both cone 
from coal tar, it was explained, and 
from the manufacture of the commer- 
cial article to the production of the 
military weapon is but another step 
in a continuous process. By insuring 
the: development*of the dye industry, 
chemical experts here said, Great 
Britain has laid the ground work for 
possible widespread use of gas in 
warfare, as chemical factories can 
turn from the manufacture of dye- 
stuffs to the produoticn of poison gas 
practically at will.

To ons 
unfamiliar with the work it might ap- 
pear that the engineer, with the re- 
ceiving apparatus at his ear, was try- 
ing to talk to the fishes. or to a,diver. 
The meter is lowered into the’ water 
at several points under the bridge to 
determine the speed of the current 
and by measuring the depths of the 
water at the same points. From such | 
information the flow of the river at 
that particular time and height can‘ 
be computed, and when such measure: | 
ments have been made at a number, 
of different heights the flow of the 
stream at any height can be deter- 
mined. Then if a record of the 
height of the river is obtained each 
day from a river gauge the flow for 
each day can be computed.

ed-by Present Act for Ten Years, 


——$—— 


Washington, D.C., December .29.— 
By the passage of. the Dyestuffs Im- 
port Regulations Act, Great Britain 
has. definitely accepted the theory 
that poison gas will be the supreme 
weapon of the next war and. at the 
same time has opened the way for 
the entry of German dyes into. the 
United States, according to views ex- 
pressed .tonight by chemical. _experts 
of the government. 

The British act prohibits the im- 
portation of dyestuffs into «Great 
Britain for 10 years, which, govern- 
ment experts declared, will enable 
Britain to build up her industry to a 
point of complete independence from 
the outside world. | 

Poison gas and dyestuffs both con'e 
from coal tar, it was explainel, and 
frém the manufacture of the commer- 
cial article to the praduction of the 
military weapon is but another step 
in a continuous process. By insuring 
the: development*of the dye industry, 
chemical experts here said, Great 
Britain has laid the ground work for 
possible widespread use of gas’ in 
warfare, as chemical factories can 
turn from the manufacture of dye- 
stuffs to the produoticn of poison gas 
practically at will. 

Direct competition in this country 
between German and United States 
made dyes, also is seen by officials 
here as a result of the British Dye- 
stuffs Act.

This Is Most Important Change in 
Liquor Act Which Will Come Before 
Next Session of Legislature. 


Edmonton, December 29.—The dis- 
pensing of liquor will be taken out of 
the hands of the druggists at the ses- 
sion of the Alberta legislature, if 
plans which are being considered by 
the government go through the house. 

This will not comprise all the 
changes in the Nquor legisla_.un, but 
it will be the most important. 

The liquor will still be dispensed on 
prescriptions by the medical men, but 
these prescriptions must be presented 
at the government vendor _ stores. 
The liquor business will be entirely 
divorced from the drug stores. 

That will make necessary an_ in- 
crease in the number of vendors’ 
stores, but the government has not 
decided yet how many stores there 
will be or where they will be located. 

For some t'me the druggists have 
complained of the demoralization of 
the drug busines; due to the liquor 
trade being forced upon it. Resolu- 
tions have been passed at = annual 
meetings asking the government to 
remove the liquor business from the 
drug stores.

FROZEN FISH JUST AS 
PALATABLE, BUT CHEAPER 


The value of frozen fish as food is 
not generally appreciated by the pf.o- 
ple of Canada. Experiments have re- 
cently been conducted by Dr. €lark, 
investigator in the United S/tates 
Bureau of Chemistry, which prove 
that the food constituents unde7:go no 
change in freezing, and the food 


value of fish is the same a yerar after 
it is frozen, as when landed. Care 
should be taken, however, in thawing 
out. If the fish is thawed ovat in hot 
water it loses some of its fc,od value, 
ang also its flavour. The fish should 
be allowed to thaw out grz.dually by 
placing it in a cool place. 

The frozen fish industry is becom- 
ing very valuable to the country, as 
it provides a means of conserving 
fish which would othertyise go to 
waste, fish being caugh’t greatly in 
excess of the demand af. certain seas- 
ons of the year.

They must be brought 
to realize that fish preserved in this 
way is as valuable as food, and just 


as palatable as fish used fresh. The 
one important distinction is that 
frozen fish can be supplied much 


more cheaply. 


WAGES AND PRICES IN THE 
PAPER-MAKING INDUSTRY 


Facts are pretty good things to go 
by in the paper-making industry just 
now, a writer in an Eastern paper 


Bays. 

When I was in two of the great 
paper-making centres of Canada last 
Bummer-—in the hinterland of Ontario 
and at two paper mills on the Pacific 
Coast—I was told by workmen in 
these mills they hoped I would ‘give 
Capital Hell”—evidently a capital H— 
Yor increasing their capital—charging 
extortionate prices to American buy- 
ers and then paying fancy dividends. 

The pious hope was expressed by a 
worker, whose age was not twenty- 
nine, who worked an eight-hour day, 
and whose pay had increased from 30 
cents an hour in 1914 to 90 cents an 
hour in 1920. In 1920 his mill was 
receiving $90 to $110 f.o.b. for print 
paper, which was resold by American 
brokers on the American market at 
$220 to $380 a ton. The week this 
eight-hour day pay boy expressed his 
pious wish, German industrial work- 
ers had petitioned the German Gov- 
ernment to be permitted to work 
twelve hours a day, in order to in- 
crease, output, and a consignment of 
German paper was landed in New 
York, freight prepaid, at 7 cents a 
pound.

of industrial activity on this conti- 
nent is the conviction of a public 
writer based on the assumed presence 
of three great essentials which have 
always meant production and pros 
parity in the past, namely, abundance 
of capital, both liquid and fixed; suffi- 
tciency of labor, skilled and unskilled; 
and abundance cf raw material. 

The propounder of this comfortable 
doctrine says growing efficiency of 
labor and expanding immigration——he 
is speaking of the United States—-en- 
sure the second of the basic condi- 
tions, the liquidation of stocks that 
has been going on for the last few 
months, the first, and the big crops 
of 1920 the third. We rather think 
that in final analysis the heavy harvest 
of 192Q is the cause of both the liqui- 
dation by sale of manufactu: :d goods 
and the stocking up of raw materials 
in rendiness for new demands. Liqui- 
dation begins with the discharge of 


his obligations by the farmer, end 
those obligations are discharged by 
putt ing the crops on the market. But 


he who pays his own debt vays many 
det ots. The farmer's creditors in 
their turn are enabled to meet their 
ne tes and so on all along the line. 
T he banks become plethoric with cur- 
rency convertible into wages and 
toayments for raw material, and as 
wages into the food and other req:1ire- 
ments of the laborer. 

The writer produces rather elibor- 
ate statistics to demonstrate his 
theory. They are unnecessary. Con- 
tinued trade depression of a general 
character is unknown following a 
pounteous harvest in the countries 
where the harvest is reaped. A husy 
year in industry and production of all 
kinds may be anticipated with confi- 
dence in 1921.

TARIFF HISTORY 


Under this head, a prominent Unit- 
ed States paper says: 

“From the time of Alexander Ham- 
ilton, our first protectionist, until this 
time of Woodrow Wilson, our latest 
approximate free trader, the United 
States under an adequate protective 
tariff has flourished and under an 
inadequate protective tariff has lan- 
guished. That is history. Theory 
has its function, but no theory can 
grapple with experience. 

We know, we do not speculate, con- 
cerning what are the effects of an 
adequate protection and those of an 
inadequate one. Experiments of one 
and of the other kind have been made 
again and again in the course of a 
hundred and thirty years. Always the 
experience has been repeated of one or 
the other sort. In our time the Demo- 
cratic tariff which Cleveland allowed 
tn become law without his signature 
depressed the industries of the coun- 
try, lowered wages and threw men 
out of work. The Democratic tariff 
which Wilson approved and which 
went into effect January 1, 1913, in 
the seven months before war broke 
out in Europe accomplished — similar 
results, or was on the way toward do- 
ing so. On the other hand, the Re- 
publican tariff of 1897 restored pros- 
perity, and even the much-traduced 
Payne-Aldrich tariff signed by Taft 
produced good revenue and gave good 
protection. 

Never in the history of the Repub- 
lic has the party of Thomas Jefferson, 
under any of its names, been respon- 
sible for a tariff that energized indus- 
try and distributed prosperity.  Al- 
ways has the Republican Party and 
its predecessors, the Whig and the 


Federal, produced the tariffs that 
stimulated industry, protected wages 
and made the times prosperous. 

Yet by all this demonstration of 
more than one hundred years — the 
Democratic Party never has been con- 
verted from its heresy, never has 


ceased denouncing protection as a 
rich man’s privilege and a poor man's 
tax, All the Democratic leaders, from 
Calhoun to Cleveland and Wilson, have 
sung the same refrain, and every once 
in a while the country has given the 
Democracy a chance to prove its case 
—-always with the same result.” 

The above is the view vf a good 
many million people in’ the United 
States, and when the Republican par- 
ty takes over the reins of power in 
March, no doubt the protective tariff 
will be increased. If the tariff is in-

SCORES OF PROBLEMS 
TO BE MET 


..Britaln’s Outlook for 1921 Is Pic- 
turd In Rather Sombre Colors. 


London, December 3.—Britain’s out- 


look for 1921 is pictureq in rather 
sombre colors by the politicians, 
economists, financiers and_ labor 


leaders, who are casting their eyes 
forward to the New Year. At home, 
two outstanding problems—unem- 
ployment and Ireland—have baffled 
the government, while it is also be- 
sieged by many results of the war 
including a vigorous newspaper cam- 
paign against so-called government 
extravagance. 

In the foreign field, looking east- 
ward, there is the perplexing prob- 
lem of settling the Palestine boun- 
daries, promising some pointed ex- 
changes of opinion with France; 
Mesopotamia, with its huge expense 
and its oil; the ever-present Persian 
difficulties, which the last agreement 
has not allayed; India, which is in a 
greater state of unrest than for years, 
requiring an exceptionally large gar- 
rison; Russia, with her trade propos 
als, which have caused a split in the 
British cabinet; and the uncertain 
Greek situation. 

COMING YEAR CRITICAL ONE 


Officials here believe that within 
the next twelve months important 
dealings between Great Britain and 
the United States will necessitate 
most careful handling. Negotiations 
between the two countries have been 
almost dormant since the political 
conevntions in the United States. 
There is a desire here to clear up the 
oil question, which has been the sub- 
ject of a long series of .communica- 
tions on the question as to the extent 
to which the United States shall par- 
ticipate in the world petroleum sup- 
ply, most of which is under British 
mandate. It is believed, however, 
that considerable more negotiation is 


necessary beofer an agreement is 
reached. 

BETWEEN TWO FIRES 
While the government is being 
seriously pressed on one side to 


cease enormous expenditure, it is be- 
sieged on the other with demands for, 
unemploymnt funds, cash for hous- 
ing schemes, and other post-war ex- 
penditures, with a result that there 
is little likelihood of reduction in the 
burdensome taxation. 

Some relief is promised in reduced 


costs of living, except in the price of: 


food, which rose steadily during 1920. 
With industry hard hit and a million 
jobless, merchants who had been hold- 
ing commodities for high prices are 
expected to continue to dump their 
goods at a loss. This has caused 
slight reductions during the latter 
weeks of the old year. 

GOVERNMENT SEEMS SAFB 

As the year opens, the Lloyd George 
parliament apparently is maintaining 
a firm hold, and there is little evi- 
dence that any of the many small 
factions in parliament, either separ- 
ately or in concerted action, are able 
to defeat the cabinet and force a gen- 
eral election. The cabinet ministers, 
as they pass between their officers 
and parliament, see evidence of un- 
rest. Strong policed barricades still 
obstruct the approaches to govern- 
ment buildings, and the huge iron 
gates at the entrances to some official 
buildings are kept closed. This is 
done, the government announced, be- 
cause it feared a Sinn Fein outbreak, 
but it is known also that it consider- 
ed the ill effect Bolsheviki ministers 
might have on the restive minds of 
the unemployed. 
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RAILWAYS WANT 
TO CUT STATIONS 
ON WEST LINES 


Ottawa, December 31.—Claiming 
that the cost of maintaining agency 
stations has more than doubled, C. P. 
Riddell, general secretary of the 
Railway Association of Canada, has 
filed an application with the railway 
commisisoner on behalf of the rail- 
way companies operating in western 
Canada for an order amending gener- 
al order No. 54, with reference to 
facilities at flag stations. 

Under this order railway companies 
subject to the jurisdiction of the 
board of railway commissioners are 
olliged to construct and equip suit- 
able and proper stations and main- 
tain agents at points where the total 
freight anq passenger business of the 
company for the last fiscal year, or 
where the average earnings for the 
last fiscal year have not been less 
than $15,000, of which $2,000 is for 
inward traffic. 

The Railway Association of Cana- 
da asks that the minimums mention- 
ed in general order No. 54 be raised 
to $25,000 and $4,000. The application 
is made on the ground that the cost 
of maintenance of agency stations 
has more than doubled and that, in 
the circumstances, companies operat- 
ing in western Canada should not 
be compelled to establish stations 
and appoint permanent agents at 
points where the total freight and 
pissenger earnings are less than 

25,000.

The fourth session of the fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province 
ot Alberta will be officially opened 
at 3 p.m., Wednesday, January 26th.

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FRANCE FACES 1921 
WITH CONFIDENCE 


French People Have Worries, But In 
Much Better Situation Than They 
Were Twelve Months Ago. 


Paris, December 29.—While the 
French people have their worries, yet 
they will begin the new year immensely 
more confidently than they began 1920, 
because of extraordinarily good crops, 
progress in restoring the ruined de- 
partments of the north, increased sup- 
ply of coal and the prospect of a year 
hence of the period of military service 
being reduceq from three years ta 
eighteen months. 

Two foreign questions are likely to 
give constant concern to the govern- 
ment throughout the coming year. They 
are the payment of the reparations 
and the war with Turkish Nationalists 
over the Syrian and Sicillan mandat- 
es. Then also there are the large 
general questions of the future of the 
Versailles peace treaty, the league of 
nations and the many \ssues growing 
from the peace conférence in all of 
which France has a very deep concern 
in what the coming year may bring. 

The German attitude at the Brus- 
sels conference, which will be resum- 
ed January 10, gives rise to the expec- 
tations that an agreement on repara- 
tions is possible early in the spring, 
fixing the total sum and the manner 
of payment. 

THE FRENCH ARMY 

France will probably keep her army 
near its present strength, 840,000, for 
another year, or until it can be seen 
whether-Germany will pay ‘the install- 
ments agreed upon. 

She has now about 70,000 troops in 
Turkey. ; 

The advance France has madein re- 
construction, her wheat crop which re- 
duced buying abroad by 2,000,000,000 
francs, and the continual confidence 
of French investors, a8 shown by the 
united unprecedented success of the 
last loan, are considered as justifying 
a greater optimism concerning the fi- 
nancial and economical! situation than 
is held at present. 

The struggle over the high cost of 
living receives a large share of public 
attention. Resistance of merchants 
and manufacturers to demands for 
lower prices havs resulted in some- 
thing like a deadlock. é 

The unemployment situation is caus- 
ing anxiety. There are 300,000 work- 
ers idle now in France.

Southern British Columbia, with 
its placid lakes that mirror fruitful 
shores, the orchards of the Okona- 
gan Valley, the Grand Forks Val- 
Jey and a country, rich in mineral 
and forest wealth, are made acces- 
sible by the Kettle Valley railwa 
which links a vast extent of Britis 
Cclumbia with the Pacific Coast 
through a route of rare scenic 
beauty. At the southern end. are 
linked the Kootenay and Arrow 
lakes, the route offering all the 
charm of mountain, lake, river, catar- 
act, ravine and soft and rounded 
landscape of cultivated slopes. 

Leaving the junction at Hope, 
you travel through nature’s wonder- 
land of snow-capped mountains with 
evidence of man’s science in the 
Quintal Tunnels, a series of five tun- 
nels in a_ direct line with the 
Coquihalla. river, spanned by steel 
bridges, zigzagging between each of 
the tunnels. The rushing streams 
and innumerable waterfalls every- 
where speak of the marvellous water 
power awaiting to be harnessed for 
man’s needs. Winding up to the 
Coquihalla Summit, 3,300 feet above 
sea level, the line passes through 
the towns of Othello, Lear, Jessica, 
Portia, Iaro, Romeo, Juliet, follow- 
ing the Shakespearean tradition. 

Princeton, the next spot of inter- 
est was a renowned mining town of 
twenty years ago. It is located at the 
junction of two mountain streams, 
Similameen, meaning “Swift Flow- 
ire Water,” and Tulameen (Red 
Water).

A BUSY. FARMER 


Some people seem anxious to 
regulate this universe according to 
their own ideas, and the other inhabi- 
tants are to be compelled nolens 
volens to live by their standard. We 
now hear it is proposed to start a 
crusade, the object of which is to 
make it illegal for a man to smoke an 
afterdinner or any other cigar, the 
common or garden pipe, and the handy 
cigarette also being penalized out of 
existence. Some misguided persons 
have been hearg to say that the use 
of tobacco has acted as a germicide 
and kept off attacks of la grippe, etc. 
Of course the anti-tobacco crusader 
knows that this simply shows the su- 
perior wisdom of the bacteria, they 
having enough sense to avoid any- 
thing so disgusting as tobaaco smoke. 
Professor Puntoni of the University 
of Rome has undertaken some experi- 
ments to ascertain‘the real action of 
tobacco sthoke as a disinfectant. “The 
different qualities of tobacco made 
use of in these experiments showed a 
disinfecting power almost equal in re- 
lation to the weight of tobacco used; 
denictorized cigars acted just as 
powerfully as ordinary ones. The 
smoke of tobacco completely decolor- 
ized by filtration through compressed 
cotton-wool retained a marked bac- 
tericidal action, notwithstanding the 
loss of all the nicotine and tea _pro- 
ducts, which are the two elements 
possessing definite disinfecting pow- 
er. The disinfectant action of tobac- 
co smoke is due to the activity of 
many elements, among which may be 
enumerated with certainty tar  pro- 
ducts, nicotine, formaldehyde and py- 
not. It may be recalled that the 
main constituents of tobacco smoke 
are basic in character, and germicid- 
es, generally speaking, are of the 
acidic type. Whether this has any 
significance is not clear, but the ex- 
periments recorded remind us of the 
tradition that during great cholera 
epidemics those who smoked clay pip- 
es proved immune from the disease, 
though surrounded by numerous cas- 
es.” 

When prohibition was first mooted 
the enthusiasts for that measure told 
us that once the selling of booze was 
made illegal, crime would cease; hand- 
cuffs and such gear would be turned 
into cattle chains and prisons into 
kindergarten schools 

They have had a spell of total pro- 
hibition in the U.S.A. From what one 
gathers in the papers of that great 
republic, far from going out of busi- 
ness, the prisons seem needed more 
than ever. I don't pretend to attri- 
bute this wave of crime to prohibition, 
I am simply drawing attention to the 
fact that one of the great blessings 
promised us has not materialised. 

In New York City since January 1st 
the unsolved murders alone numbered 
over 100. The hold-ups, robberies and 
thefts reported by the police represent 
a loss of over $3,100,000. During the 
same period Chicago reports 68 un- 
solved murders. In Philadelphia 100 
murders in eleven months and a rec- 
ord of fifty hold-ups in one, day. Pitts- 
burg reports an increase of 20 per 
cent. in crime this year, and so on 
through the list of American cities. 
The Seattle Times remarks that “The 
entire country is experiencing a veri- 
table epidemic of crime.” 

Frederick L. Hoffman, who compil- 
es homicide statistics for a New York 
insurance journal, “The Spectator,” 
says that “Human life was never as 
insecure in the United States as it is 
today.” 

How do they fare in European coun- 
tries that have tried prohibition? In 
Finland, according to the Helsingfors 
Tlufvudstadsbladet, the attempt to 
end the drink traffic in Finland 
through the prohibition law is a com- 
plete flasco, there is more misuse of 
intoxicants than ever before. Both 
foreign and domestic drinks are con- 
sumed to an unprecedented’ extent. 
This journal thinks that the most de- 
plorable fact of the situation is that 
prohibition operates to undo what has 
been accomplished in the way of de- 
veloping a real temperance sentiment. 
Jt concludes by suggesting the prohibi- 
tion law be abolished in favor of a 
system of strict government control. 
How has Norway succeeded with pro- 
hibition? According to the Norweg- 
ian correspondent .of the London 
“Daily Telegraph.”* the results are 
“unfortunately far from encouraging.” 
Despite prohibition and the attendant 
pains and penalties, drunkenness has 
not declined; on the contrary it seeins 
to be definitely on the increase. Police 
statistics show 4,721 more cases of 
drunkenness in 1919 than 1918 for 
Christiana. Three towns show higher 
statistics last year than in 1916, 
which was the record year for exces- 
sive drunkenness. At the port of 
Drammen there were 559 arrested and 
fined for drunkenness in 1918; in 1919 
1,783 were hailed for that offence, an 
increase of 300 per cent. The official

One of the most weighty commen- 
taries on prohibition in Norway is said 
to be an irterview given to the press 
by Mr. Christian Michelsen, formerly 
Premier, ~ ho ‘is “universally respect- 
ed” as a stutasman of vision and in- 
copendence and is famous for the part 
he took in the “extremely critical ne- 
gotiations” that resulted in Norway's 
separation from Sweden in 1905. He 
describes the situation produced by 
the prohibition law in the following 
terms: 

“I consider: that the situation 
hrought about by prohibition is a mis- 
fortune for the country. Tt will 
ssarcely promote ‘temperance, and 
will certainly have a - demoralizing 
effect in far wider circles than its 
champions have ever dreamed. Before 
prohibition we were well on the way 
to becoming a sober people. Now the 
whole is spoiled, at any rate for the 
immediate future. I have never seen 
so much drunkenness and demoraliza- 
tion as in the past year. The - ex- 
planation: appears to be that’ drunk- 
ards always know how to procure the 
most wretched substitutes of some 
kind, and that even people who have 
hitherto never cared for strongly al- 
coholic wines now react vigorously 
against this useless and demoralizing 
policy of compulsion. Private distil- 
ling, smuggling, bribery, and other 
forms of corruption flourish as never 
before. 

“We have become a nation of law- 
yreakers. It is partly carried on as 
1 form of sport. Young people in 
town and country, who have never 
been addicted to alcohol, now make a 
snort of planning how they may buy, 
smuggle, or distill spirits—at present 
more for the sake of the sport than 
for the sake of the alcohol. Their 
law-abiding instinct does not react in 
the slightest against this. And it is 
rather doubtful how long our control- 
ling authorities will be able to keep 
their hands clean. And then the cor- 
ruption will be complete, and its fur- 
ther extension to other fields wil ke 
dificult to prevent. 

“The fact that a large proportion of 
our young people lack the law-abiding 
instinct has, in my opinion, both its 
explanation and excuse. This is yet 
another case in which we encounter 
the so-called example of our superiors 
and the modern humbug, with its con- 
trast between theory and practise. 
Young people have a very limited 
knowledge of the labyrinths and false 
alliances of political life. They im- 
agine that a state regulation such as 
prohibition is seriously intended, and 
that those who impose upon others a 
compulsory ordinance, so wide in 
scope and so closely affecting all pri- 
vate circumstances of life, are them- 
selves strongly convinced of its val- 
ue, and themselves practise it first. of : 
all in their own homes. Then one fine 
day these young people find that it is 
not so seriously intended after all. 
They see how much humbug and pol- 
itical vote-catching are mixed up with 
the ideal exposition of prohibition’s 
merits. Then comes the reaction. 
When the authors of the idea do not 
take it so seriously but that they 
pluck the forbidden fruit with good 
appetite’ on the borderland of their 
own code when they get the chance, 
then the younger generation see no 
reason to be more virtuous. . And so 
the whole thing becomes a farce!” 

Mr Michelsen places his finger up- 
on the weakest spot upon the opera- 
tion of prohibition when he snggests 
that it trains the nation, especially 
the younger members, in lawbreaking, 
remarks the Daily Telegraph’s corres- 
pondent, who tells us that many high- 
ly respectable and hitherto law-abid- 
ing citizens “deeply resent what they 
consider a violation of their personal 
liberties, and he continues: 

“The future outlook is uncertain. 
At present light wines and ales are 
not included in the prohibition. The 
prohibition party make no secret of 
their intention to agitate until all 
alcoholic drinks whatsoever are bar- 
red and banished. On the other hand, 
the anti-prohibitionists have hopes 
that the disastrous results of the pro- 
hibition policy will so far open the 
eves of the nation that the law will be 
abandoned.”

Edmonton, December 29.—The 
fourth session of the fourth legisla- 
tive assembly of the province of Al- 
berta will be officially opened at 3 
o’clock, Wednesday afternoon, Janu- 
ary 26. This was announced by Pre- 
mier Stewart following a meeting of 
the provincial executive council when 
the opening date was finally decided 
upon. The legislature will therefore 
enter on its work fully 22 days earlier 
than last session, which convened 
February 17 and prorogued April 19. 

Although no outstanding new legis- 
lation Ig stated to be brought down 
in the coming session, it is aliogeth- 
er likely that ordinary business before 
the house will mean a session exceed- 
ing in length that of last spring.

HOME RULE BILL 
HAS SAFEGUARDS 


will 


Expected Additional Clauses 
Make It More Acceptable. 


London, December 22.—The Irish 
home rule bill, as it finally emerged 
from parliament ready for the royal 
assent, is not fundamentally different 
from the mepsure the government 
first presentéd. Months of discussion 
and efforts to amend in both houses 
resulted in certain safeguards being 
added, which its adherents believe 
will make it more acceptable to the 
Irisk-people. 

Its critics, however, still maintain 
that it will not be accepted by South 
Ireland, and in this connection it is 
recalled that Arthur Griffith, Sinn 
Fein leader, said some weeks after 
the bill was introduced that there 
probably were not ten influential men 
in Ireland who had ever taken’ the 
trouble to read it. The Dill’s critics 
argue that the events of the past few 
months have not served to change the 
attitude of the Sinn Fein that they 
will not set up the government sug- 
gesteq by the Imperial parliament 


SET TIME LIMIT 


The bill ay presented did not _ pro- 
vide an alternative if either Ulster, 
or the south, or both, declined to ac- 
cept it, but it has been amended to 
the effect that if either does not ac- 
cept it within three and a half years, 
the measure automatically dies, so 
far as the section refusing to accept 
it is concerned In the meantime. 
either section declining to accept can 
bg ruled as a crown colony. The 
limit of three and a half years was 
adopted because by that time there 
must be an election and a new house 
of commons. The bill now provides 
that there shall be set up by popular 
elections, two parliaments, one _ for 
Ulster and one for the South. Each 
parliament shall decide upon the 
method of selecting senates. The 
connecting link between them will be 
the Irish council of forty, twenty for 
each section. 


COUNCIL AS A BRIDGE 


Each senate will select seven of its 
council members and each parliament 
13. The original bill provides that 
the president of the council should 
be the lord chancellor of Ireland, but 
as amended, he will be appointed 
by the lord-lieutenant on the advice 
of the crown. The ideas expressed by 
the minister explaining the bill is 
that the council will form a_ bridge 
upon which, in time, the two parlia- 
ments can get together and form one 
body for the entire. country. 

The measure provides that when 
that is done certain powers of police, 
finance and other branches of the 
government will be turned over. The 
imperial government will keep a 
pretty firm hand on the fundamentals 
of the Irish government during the 
life of the two parliaments, but holds 
out many attractions for a united 
parliament, that its sponsors hope 
will counteract the prejudices that 
have always existed between the 
north and south. 

The changes made in the powers 
of the parliaments as set forth in the 
bill when it was introduced are in- 
consequent.

Its Doom In Russia Predicted At Very 
Latest Next Spring. 


Copenhagen, December 1.-—“In spite 
of the victory over General Wrangel, 
against whose three divisions they 
were able to send twenty-seven @iy- 
isions, the end of the Bolshevists is 
rapidly approaching. Nothing can 
avert their doom at the very latest 
next spring. They are now concen- 
trating their armies along the fron- 
tier of my country, but we await 
their attack without the slightest 
anxiety.” 

It was the newly-arrived dip!omatic 
representative of Ukraine, Dmitro Le- 
vitsky, LL.D.,who expressed himself 
in these words when asked to give 
his opinion of what would happen in 
Russia after ‘the Bolshevist victory 
over Wrangel’s forces. 

“There are two reasons why the 
collapse of Bolshevism is inevitable,” 
said Mr, Levitsky. ‘One is economic, 
and the other political. In the part 
of Russia where Bolshevism rules, 
there is a confusion so absolute that 
the word chaos does not begin to des- 
cribe it. Their railways; bave prac- 
tically stopped, all factories are at a 
standstill, their paper money is worth- 
less: Three-fourths of the soll 
lies uncultivated. This year's har- 
vest has been a complete failure. 
Even now there is famine through- 
out Russia and in several of the large 
cities hunger revolts have had to be 
crushed by machine guns. 

“Early next spring the cataclysm 
will come. As it is impossible for 
the Bolshevists to transport grain 
from Siberia because of the condition 
of the railways, Trotsky is doing 
everything to get corn from Ukraine 
to keep his red and yellow mercen- 
aries alive through the winter Uk- 
raine is his last hope, and in Ukraine 
the days of Bolshevism are number- 
ed Our peasants, who at first were 
somewhat inclined towards Bolshe- 
vism as long as it was a question of 
dividing the estates of the large 
landowners amongst them, have turn- 
ed against Bolshevism long ago. In 
every country in Ukraine there are 
now well-organized and armed pea- 
sant companies, some of which num-

ARMENIA IN STATE 
OF WILD ANARCHY 


Constantinople, January 4.—News 
from Armenia continues confused. 
The territory of the Armenian Soviet 
republic ts the scene of important 
military movements of Russian troops. 
The country appears to be in a state 
of complete anarchy; the bulk of the 
Armenian army has taken to the hills 
and many towns and villages are be- 
ing looted. 

The Georgian foreign minister has 
annealed to Soviet Russia and the 
civilized world for protection against 
Bolshevik infraction of treaties where- 
by supplies of oils have been withh Id 
from trains sent to Baku and seized. 
He calls attention to the concentra- 
tion of Bolshevik forces on the fron- 
tier and the erection of military works 
within the heutral zone. Bolshevik 
Cossacks have penetrated Georgian 
territory, disarmed the populations 
and looted villages. 

General Karaloff, the Georgian rep- 
resentative at Erivan, and staff, it is 
stated, have been held up by the 
Soviet Armenian government. 


MAYOR GHURCH IS 
AGAIN ELECTED 


Toronto, January 3—Thomas Lang- 
ton Church was elected mayor of 
Toronto for the seventh consecutive 
time in the municipal elections on 
New Year’s Day, when he defeated 
former Controller Samuel J. Mc- 
Bride, by a majority of 16,002. This 
was Mayor Church's greatest triumph 
in his record-breaking length of ser- 
vice in the mayoralty, his majority 
being 3,828 greater than the 1920 
election. 

The vote stood: 

Church, 35,968; McBride, 19,966. 

The re-election of Mayor Church 
was no surprise. 

The big electric deal put through 
a short time ago by Sir Adam Beck 
on behalf of the Ontario Hydro-Elec- 
tric Power Commission and the city 
of Toronto, practically made Mayor 
@hurch’s re-election a certainty, as 
he was known as an active supporter 
of the hydro movement from the first, 
whereas, Mr. McBride, who claimed 
to be as ardent a supporter of hydro 
as the mayor, was regarded as a late 
convert to the movement.

Communications and harbors 
must be developed, an irrigation sys- 
tem provided, while the dévelopment 
of electrical power is vital. I also 
want to see an end put to the stories 
of hostility between the Jews and the 
Arabs.
